McGill won the Intercolle- 
giate debate last night at 
Loyola College, upholding the 
negative of the resolution 
"That thi.s hou.'^e endorses the 
.stand of the Canadian delegates 
at the recent Imperial Confe- 
rence, by a two lo one verdict 
of the judges. A. Ed.son and 
0. B. Mason represented Mc- 
Gill; incidentally. Mason is the 
first Science intercollegiate 
debater within memorj'. E. 
Sheridan and G. George upheld 
the affirmative for Loyola. Mr. 
Ju.stice Grecnshiclds, a former 
Dean of -Law here, was in the 
chair. 

After welcoming his opponents, £. 
Sheridan dealt with the general prin- 
cipal of Umpire preferential tarrlff. 
He explained that up to tho last 
conforence, nothing had been achiev- 
ed of lasting economic value. Mr. 
Bennett was the first one to place 
any definite proposals before tho 
Empire. 

Proposa Tariff Ineraaaa 

The proposal was that there should 
bo a ten per cent Increase in tariff 
with outside nations. The benefits to 
Canada by this would be to provide 
a Kteady market for grain and other 
raw maforlalf!. .\ younif I'ovintry can- 
not absorb all its raw materials, and 
it must prolec* .ill their infant in- 
dustries. Tho affirmative claimed 
that tho proposals would fulfill these 
requirements, and at the same time 
would be beneficial to Dritlsh In- 
d ustr;'. 

.Mian Kdson. Ifader of the ncp.-itive.

Professor MacDcrniott Gives 
Third Lecture Over Pro- 
vicini Radio Hour 



That confederation was tho out- 
^owth of economic conditions rather 
than political considerations was 
stressed last nigrht by Professor T. 
W. SlacDerinott in an address over tho 
provincial radio hour last niKlU. Tho 
lecture was the third ot a aeries of 
four comprising "A Brief Uevlew of 
Canadian HIstor>'". Professor Mac- 
l^ermott has been treating his sub- 
ject from tho economic and social 
point of view. 

Covering tho period, last night, 
from 1810 to 1S9G, the lecturer describ- 
ed tirst tho conditions at the open- 
liiK of this lialf-century. The popu- 
lation ot tho various colonics num- 
bered at that liiiio rougliiy ii million 
and a quarter. There wen; few means 
ot transportation and lltilo Intercom- 
niuiiicatlon. Capital was scarce and 
till, colonics were dependent almost 
entirely on the support ot Great Bri- 
tain. 

Corn Law( 

This wa.s particularly true in con- 
nection with tho Bi-aln trade. Uns- 
land niluwcil a preference on Canadian 
sraln and tills brouglil in a largo ro- 
vinuo to C.mad.i. In ISlti, liowove.- 
tho Corn l.nAv..j %\ i-. o irpi>;il>.il. uuto- 
mallcnlly reiiiovins iho préférence and 
virtually dcslroylns tho Urltl.sh mar- 
ket owing to foreign cumpelltioii.

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A Plea For Nonsense 

At the conclusion of a play like "The 
pple Cart" an audience goes liome won- 
dering what Shaw really meant in certain 
- passages; and the thought of an outsider 
contemplating the mental labor thus ex- 
"tiendetl is "Suppose that those more com- 
plicated bits had meant just nothing at 
all!" All the work of trying to penetrate 
the hidden implications quite useless and 
Mr. Shaw laughing behind his beard at 
■ill and sundry! It would be a splendid 
joke and we could all join in the uproar 
at the expense of the gentlemen who have' 
gone fo so much trouble to analyze every 
litUe glance and wink in the piece. 

It is rather a pity that the formerly 
excellent .school of nonsense writers has 
iied out with the coming of new times. 
Once, in England, there was quite a con- 
.siderable number of thc-e inimitable art- 
ists and their place has been taken by a 
debased, high-brow form of the art which, 
while following the traditions to a certain 
extent, condescends in some places to al- 
low itself to be adapted to sense and rea- 
son which is in direct contravention of all 
the rules. Lewis Carroll, William S. Gil- 
bert and the immortal Lear could produce 
page after page without a grain of con- 
nected thought in any single line. Chil- 
dren adore "Alice in Wonderland; older

,{B6te on Gilbert and Lear is a well-known 
figure wherever the lighter forms of liter- 
ature are studied. These men have no 
modern successors. Their cult has died 
and with it a very real ornament to Eng- 
lish letters. 

The man who can really write non- 
sense is a super-genius. Just try some 
time to connect eight or t€ii words together 
so that the appropriate verbs, nouns and 
prepositions mean nothing, convey no 
meaning and are incapable of being made 
take meaning unto themselves. Anj-thing 
which breaks any of these simple rules is 
not nonsense and when the reader has 
experimented long enough with his short 
sentence he will be ready enough to admit 
that there is more than meets the eye in 
nonsensical composition. 

Fantastic combinations of incompati- 
ble extremes seem to )>e one of the recipes 
for the concoction of plausible buncombe. 
An elephant Avalking on a tight-rope is 
not nonsense, but an elephant chatting 
with a mouse on the roof of a grain eleva- 
tor is almost up to standard, provided 
that a correspondingly nonsensical conver- 
sation can be manufactured. 

AVe deplore the rapid passing of this 
form of light amu.'^cmejit and see no future 
tJie deadly serious nonsense which 
'Circulated as counterfeit for the 
article today. The McGill Liter- 
Society could do no |>etter than de- 
vote Its energies to the production of a 
person here who might do some little thing 
towards bringing back the vogue made 
popular by Lewis Carroll.

Undoubtedly one of the most difficult 
of an editoi''s duties is that of filling his 
editorial column satisfactorily. We can 
vouch fj'om experience that the sight of 
that great blank space still unfilled at one 
o'clock in the morning is not reassuring to 
the peace of mind. It is not easy to dash 
pff three hundred words about something 
or other when inspiration refuses to come. 

From the point of view of an editorial 
writer, the best way of all to fill space is 
to attack something or other.

^^éw|Idwtlitjes where everything is perfect. 
iJVLorebver, the results are usually gratify- 
ing to the vanity of the paper itself. The 
'dispute which invariably follows is too apt 
to give the rag a false sense of its own 
importance. It begins to consider itself 
a power in the community or college when 
its readers may regard it with a sort of 
good-natured contempt. 
I An excellent example of a ' college 
iJ^aper continually in the limelight because 
'!of its aggressive editorials is the "Var- 
sity" at Toronto. Perhaps we should ra- 
ther call these editorials deliberately pro- 
vocative. That they are usually right is 
to be admitted. It must also be admitted 
that the "Varsity's" scathing denunciat 
itions of those that cross its path are cal- 
culated to tickle the palate of the student 
reader. What we do nojk admit is that this 
is a sound policy for a student newspaper 
to follow, if it were so disposed the Daily 
could also .stir up a mare's nest at McGill, 
but the uJtimato benefit Avould be doubt- 
ful.^ Scarcely a week j)as.ses without some 
violent outburst at Toronto.

SURVEY CONSIDERS 
STUDENT'S MORALS 



Cullcgiutcs Proved No Belter 
or Worse Than Population 

(By Exehangs Service) 

Apparently collège Ktiidcnts arc no 
bolter or wprso morally than the 
population at large, 'rhis Is the 
co'irlunlon which w.aa reacneo from 
a .'Imly of llie moral i ..iidliimis in 
tlie Oil land griinl universities and 
colleges Include.! in a survey by tho 
Federal Offico of Education. 

This survey, which was begun In 
l!t27 with a congressional appro- 
priation of îl 17,000, among other 
Ihliigs covers fees cliargCH, courses 
offered and uso made by the gradu- 
•ii'!- of tlif'lr training, wlii;.- con- 
siderable .^paco Is given lo faculty 
ami atlilctic questions Tho report 
is in two volumes of l.SOO pages, 
much of which Is also devoted to 
problem.H of handling fraleinllles 
and sororities, and .student inn.lwcl 
at social affairs. 

DrIiiUin:; was hstcl as llio chief 
trouble at ur il,,.. institutions. 

.\U<> the tictloiiB of tlic alumni and 
gue..(ts of other collegos nii.l high 
schools was said to be causing the 
authorities much concern. Tho lack 
of restionsiblity felt by them at 
■lances was credited with lowering 
tlie g.^iici.il monils at dances. 

Tho survey Inclines to the view 
ih.nt Iho chaperon In tho modern 
senso of tho word has become a 
mere figurehead. DIscoiiilesy on the 
p/irt of students to the cli;ipcroiis

Yale Curriculum 
Vitally Changed

Dean Clarence AV. Mcndcll of T.ilc 
lias announced that Y.alo liius adopted 
several vital changes in the college 
curriculum which will go Into effect 
next year. Chief among tho changes 
aro new requirements for degrees, 
.■ib'ilitlon ot the iiild-ycar c.vriinliiatlons, 
inaugiinitinii of three rending periods 
throii:;lif)iit l!u.' iii-.'idrinic year ;ind 
general changes in tlie mctiio.l ot in- 
struction. 

Tlieso ch.-ingo.i have for their pur- 
popo tho emphasis of method and 
in.'isl.'ry of subject rather tli;in the ac- 
<Hilsiilon of !i certain number of 
credits. They have been passed by the 
Vale faculty and approved by the Yale 
Corporation. The changes will place 
tho responsibility and tiilUatlvo for a 
«omprchcnsivo and useful education 
moro directly on the shoiil.lers of the 
sluileiits and at the s.inic tiim- len.l to 
aiitomalleally weed from the cnll'-;:e 
Iboso who arc not in college primarily 
for an education. 

Tho now aiTangemcnt will effect 
changes In tlio general scholastic ro- 
quiionicnts in whicli a stndcnl will bo 
adniitleil to Yah') in full standing only 
when ho has .sueees^f ully completed 
the entire work ot his fresh ni.an year. 
In Ills statement Dean iMendcll said: 

"Kach student at Yale shall s.dect 
not moro than five courses eacli year 
and juniors .and bciiiors wb.ise work is 
of quality grade may. wiih liie wiit- 
icn approval of tlie class officer or 
dean, elect less lhan five courses. 

"A student will bo admitted to the 
junior class In full standing only when 
lie li:is i iimplet' d successfully the en- 
tire work of ills .>^np)iomorc year and 
the s.anio willi the senior clitss entrants 

"The flludcnl will bo recommended 
for the degree only when lio htis com- 
pleted successfully the work of all 
four ye.n.rs and has received a grade of 
37 or better In at Ica.sl six courses. 

"i^arly !n I'clirunry eacli year at tho 
call of the dean's office, each Instruc- 
tor shall make a report on tho quality 
ot work being done by each student In 
his course. All students whoso work 
at the time Is un..iatisfaetory in three 
courses will bo placed tin general 
warning; the s.-iine for stud, nis on two 
subjects after a review ot tlio sui- 
dcnl's sl.itus In nil subjects. Any stu- 
dent who at tho close ot the year has 
failed in two courses will bo drop- 
ped from the college. 

"Any sludcnl wiio during the frcjih- 
man and sophomore ye.'irs has not re- 
ceived a grade of 27 or higher In at 
least two courses shall bo dropped 
from the college."
